Area Community Education Work

“Of its efforts-to look at ways‘to 
assist young people in making the 
move from school to work, the 
Council discussed the role of the 
Community in Career Education. 

Career Education is not a pro- 
gram. It is an effort aimed at 
making education, as preparation 
for work, a major, although not 
exclusive goal of all who teacli 
and all who learn at all levels of 
education. Career Education does 
not ask teachers to add miore con- 
tent to the curriculum, but does 
ask: “How can the subject you 
teach be related to work?” and 
“How can the total resources of 
the community be brought to bear 
on helping students learn more?” 
It is a cooperative effort between 
education and the community aim- 
ed at helping individuals. become 
familiar with the values of a work- 
oriented society, to integrate these 
values into their personal Value 
systems, and to implement these 
values in their lives in such a 
way that work becomes possible, 
meaningful and salisfying to each 
individual.

“WARNING SYSTEM 
SAID TO. BE NEEDED IN ’ 


BETHEL FLOOD AREA 

An early warning system is 
needed to alert Bethel area. citi- 
zens of potential flooding prob- 
lems. That was the decision ren- 
dered following a meeting held 
Monday said Fred Leadbetter, pro- 
ject. director of the Oxford County 
Civil Emergency Preparedness, 
who met with Jack Caffery and 
Frank Flannagan of the U. §, 
Corps of Engineers from Walthani, 
Mass., to make a study of the 
problem area‘ 


The meeting was conducted at 


‘the Bethel town: office where Beth. 


el Town Manager Norman R. Ness, 
Jr., and Richard Sweetser. Bethel, 
also took part in the discussion of 
the situation brought about by the - 
ice jams and flooding in the 
Bethel area on Jan. 9. 

Mr. Leadbetter stated that Mr. 
Sweetser had made an extensive 
Study of the Androscoggin River 
and presented his views on the 
release of the flow from dams up- 
Stream from Bethel. 

Mr. Leabetter said that Mr. 
Sweetser explained that he felt 
that. there should be some type 
of early warning system to alert 
thé citizens of the area that there 
could be potential flooding prob- 
lems in the future, 

Mr, Sweetser was most concern. 
ed with the Leadmine Dam loca- 
ted. approximately 18 miles up- 
Stream, from the problem.area and 
about two.and a half-miles-above 
Shelburne, N. 1, 

According to Mr, Leadbetter, 
Mr. Sweetser provided much in- 
formatis# conerning the dam by 
presenting many pictures of the 
area and by drawings that he had 
had prepared, This, dam, it was 
Jearned, is controlled by the Brown 
Paper Co., Berlin, N. H. 

Mr. Leadbetter explained that 
the decision brought about by 
Monday’s discussion was that it 
‘was certain that some type of a 
warning system should be coordin« 
ated in some manner, 

He said he is working with sev. 
eral agencies that are involved in 
operating the dams along the riv« 
er to bring about some structure 
for this purpose. 

Mr. Leadbetfer stated he had re- 
ceived excellent cooperation from 
everyone, especially from the Rum 
ford are:. He explained that thera 
would be some possibility of a 
long-range plan to ¢ontrol the 
flooding along the Androscoggin 
River. The control of the water 
level, Mr. Leadbetter said, is now 
taken care of by the Union Wa- 
ter Company in Lewiston under 
the direction of Bill Grove, river 
master. ; 

The group visited the flood 
areas near Bethel on Monday 
including the section below the 
Village on Route 26, across the 


river in the Mayville area and at 


’ the trailer park on Route 2 lead.

KEEP SAFE DISTANCE BACK 
~-AVOID REAR-END COLLISIONS 


The Mainé State Police advises 
following other vehicles at a safe 
distance is one important means 
of avoiding rear-end collisions. 


“On snow-packed or ice-glazed 
roads, the wisdom of this rule is 
underscored by the fact that the 
distance needed for stopping may 
be from three to 12 times that re- 
quired on dry pavement,” said 
Colonel Allan H. Weeks, Chief of 
the Maine State Police. 


For too many motorists maintain 
too short an interval between mov- 
ing vehicles. As long as the lead- 
ing vehicle maintains ‘his pace, 
there is usually no trouble. How- 
ever, if the motorist ahead finds 
it necessary to brake quickly, the 
driver following may not be able 
to reduce speed sufficiently to 
avoid a rear-end collision, said 
Col. Weeks. ‘ : 


During the winter months, the 
speeds used on dry summertime 
pavement are too fast for winter 
roads — even when a vehicle’s 
brakes and tires are in “A-OK” 
condition, and the driver utilizes 
snow fires or tire chains, the 
Maine State Police Chief said.

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ALIEN ADDRESS FORMS 
DUE BEFORE JAN. 31 
A. A, Poulin Jr., District Direc- 
tor of the Immigration and Nat- 
uralization Service today urged all 
aliens who have not yet filled out 
alien address report forms, to 
do so before January 31, at the 
nearest Immigration and Natural- 
ization Service office or local 
Post office,- _ 7 ; 
The Immigration official pointed 
out that the law requires all non- 
citizens, except persons in diplo- 
matic status and foreign repre- 
sentatives, such as the United Na- 
tions, to report their addresses to 
the ‘Government each January. 
Mr. Poulin added: “The parent 
or legal guardian of an alien child 
under 14 years of age must fill 
out the address report form for 
such a child in order to comply 
with the law,” ae 
He declared: “We have tried to 
make it as convenient as possible 
for non-citizens to meet the ad- 
dress requirements, and in view 
of serious penalties for willful 
violation, all persons subject to 
the address report law are urged 
to fulfill this obligation before the 
end of January.” : 
Mr. Poulin advised: “It is easy 
for an alien to, meet this re- 
quirement. He just goes to the 
nearest Immigration and Natural- 
ization Service office or Post Of- 
: fice, fills out the address report 
form, .and returns it to the clerk. 
Any non-citizen who is ill may 
send a friend or relative to ob- 
tain the card for him, place a 
stamp. thereon and mail it after 
it has been completed by the alien. 
The Immigration official said 
that 18,000 aliens‘ in Maine al- 
ready have filled out address re- 
ports. He estimated that more than 
21,000 such reports will be sub- 
mitted before January 31, 1978. 
At this time, all aliens in the 
United States as well as any pros-, 
pective employer of an alien who 
is in the United States, are also 
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placed on notice that ‘the issuance 
of a Social Security account caré 
to an alien is not legal permissiog, 
from the government for the 
alien to be employed in the 
United States, As a general rule, 
only those aliens who have beeg 
lawfully admitted to the Unitee 
States for. permanent residence 
(lawfully resident immigrants 
may work in the United States, 
Under ‘certain emergency condi- 
tions aliens who have been admit. 
ted for a temporary Stay, in’ the 
United States ‘(non-immigrants), 
and who have been granted spe. 
cific authorization in writing fron 
the Immigration and Naturaliza. 
tion Service, may work iin the 
United States. 
Any other alien found worki 

in the United States in violation 
of law is subject to penalties as. 
stablished by the Immigration ang

States.

A proposal ta increase the in- 
eome limits for eligibility under 
ithe Elderly Householders Tax and 
Rent Refund Act, is being consid- 
ered this week. The Elderly 
Householders Tax and Rent Re- 
fund Act, passed in 1973, provides 
financial relief to elderly persons 
‘whose rent or property tax is in 
excess of 10 percent of their 
annual income. Under the current 
Jaw the maximum income to be 
eligible for such relief is $3,000.

For a legislative session that 

started off with a bang, it didn’t 

‘fake Jong for it to get bogged 
down and crawl at a snail’s pace 
in the historic manner, 

At the start committees were 
assigned bills and public hearings 
were started. Lawmakers and ob- 
servors alike thought the sign was 
good and the session would be a 
Short one. 

Now, many committees ‘have. 
held their hearings but haven’t 
reported out to the full legisla- 
ture their recommendations., 1% qd 
ership is concerned, and theyssaye 
they will be getting strict tpese: 
next several weeks and if need be 
will order committees to report 
out those bills, 

With under 200 measures before 
this session, most felt March 15 
would be about the time lawmak- 
ers would go home, There are few 
controversial measures proposed. 
The governor's school funding 
measure, which has received a lot 
of publicity due to the recent 
repeal of the uniform property 
tax is not considered to be that 
controversial. Most here under the 
dome feel it is a realistic approach 
and although they may not agree 
with it in full, it’s expected to have 
few if any changes made to it. 

Looking a little at what commit- 
tees of interest are up ito... .it ap- 
pears that Judiciary will come out 
with a divided report with one or 
two dissenting on what to do about 
any statute of limitations on filing 
for damages received for injuries 
incurred on a ski slope. It does ap- 
pear a majority will favor a mea- 
sure that will reduce the time-limit 
to two years. Both Sen. Phillip 
Jackson and Rep. Karen Brown in 
Oxford county are pushing for the 
bill which they say would have a 
major impact on the ski industry 
in Maine from Camden Snow Bowl 
to Sugarloaf. Insurance premiums 
should be reduced or at least stay 
about the same for liability cov- 
erage and thus keep the cost of 
skiing from skyrocketing due to 
the higher insuraiice costs, 

A bill which would mandate 
out-of-state advertisers sellitig to 
Maine residents to register with 
the Department of Taxation and 
submit names of Mainers buying 
their products (so that they would 
be billed the sales or use tax on 
the item) has been sent back to 
the Taxation Committee because 
most Senators said they didn’t 
understand the bill, is expected 
to be heavily lobbied by the De- 
partment of Taxation. Most hope 
the bill will die in committee. The 
House last week passed the bill by 
a large margin. 

Representatives Bonnie Post and 
Skip Greenlaw. say they are 
hoping the Marine Resources 
Committee will soon report out 
the clam conservation bill that 
received a full and loud hearing 
in that committee, 


‘Both say they expect a favorable 
recommendation which would in- 
clude some sort of municipality 
mandate fo allow non-residents to 
dig. Talk currently is in the vein 
of setting a specific number of 
non-resident licenses on a first 
come, first serve basis, 

The same committee will put in- 
to another bill a two inch clam 
limit, similar to ‘the one repealed 
séveral years ago. Conservation- 
ists say this would be a good 
me&sure and little opposition ap- 
appeared at the public hearing 
on clamming. Bonnie Post says 
she jants more information from 
wardets and researchers before 
She decides her position, however. 

At this date it’s still too carly 
to predict what will happen with 
the rest of the Marine Resources 
statutes. The effort to rewrite 
those laws continues and commit-

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EMPLOYEES SHOULD RECEIVE 
W-2’s BY END OF MONTH 


Employers have until Tuesday, 
Jan. 31, 1978, to provide their em- 
ployees with completed W-2 
Forms for 1977, J, J. Jennings, 
Director of the Augusta Internal 
Seven Service District has stat- 
ed. 

Unless the Forms are received 
by that date, employees will have 
to wait until February or later to 
file their tax returns, possibly 
missing out on the quick refunds 
available to early filers, If a W-2 
is not received by Jan, 31, an em- 
ployee should contact the em- 
ployer concerned. 

If the W-2 is not issued by Feb, 
15, the employee should then con. 
tact a local IRS office,

SAFETY COMMITTEE ASKS FOR 


’ CAUTION AT R. R. CROSSINGS 


The Maine Highway Safety Com- 
mittee has called upon Maine 
drivers to exercise additional cau- 
tion when approaching railroad 
crossings. In issuing the call for 
increased awareness at grade cros- 
sings, Lee Allen, committee chair- 
man, issued the following state- 
ment, 

“The possibility of car-train col- 
lision is a horrifying thing to 
consider, and yet railroad officials 
tell us that frain crews in Maine 
are reporting an increased number 
of ‘near-misses’ with vehicles at 
grade crossings. The Maine High- 
way Safety Committee feels that 
the motoring public should re- 
member that a train cannot stop 
as quickly as-a car or truck. .In 
fact, railroad figures indicate that 
it can take nearly a mile to stop 


a freight train once the engineer - 


sees a dangerous situation devel- 
oping. Many people are apparently 
unaware or unmindful of that 
fact and continuoysly risk serious 
injury or death in tryirg ts beat 
trains to railroad crossings. 

_ While we refer to the flashing 
lights and lighted gates at various 
crossings as protective devices, 
they are really only warning im- 
plements. The responsibility for 
preventing vehicle-train collision 
rests with the motorist. Winter 
is traditionally the worst time of 
year for car-train accidents be- 
cause of a number of seasonal 
hazards. Slippery conditions, fogged 
or snow-blocked windows and high 
snowbanks are all contributing 
factors. Because there is rarely 
such a thing as af ‘minor’ vehicle- 
train collision, I would urge all 
Maine drivers to exercise extra 
caution at grade crossings, Hope- 
fully, if all Maine drivers make a 
concerted effort to improve their 
driving in the areas near cross- 
ings, we can eliminate some of the 
collisions which traditionally be- 
come worse during the winter 
months.”
